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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


It is unnecessary to make any lengthly report and under 
the present law the duties of the School Board are simply to 
‘‘comply with the rules and regulations of the State Board.’’ 

The repairs which were in progress at the time of the last 
annual report have been completed and the cost of same ap- 
pears in the report of the school treasurer. To complete the 
requirements a new toilet will have to be constructed at 
Chesham, the approximate expense will appear in the pro- 
posed estimate of expenditures for the coming year. 

The increased cost of schools is due among other causes, 
to an advance in the salaries paid the teachers... It was expect- 
ed that when the district voted a five dollar tax on the valua- 
tion, that we should receive state aid to the amount neces- 
sary to pay part of the increased cost. So far, we have not 
realized this expectation. We have only to wait the further 
working out of the new system. 

For further information regarding the schools we would 
refer to the report of our superintendent. 

We do not feel like closing this brief report without a word 
of commendation for our efficient superintendent and teachers, 
which we think is justly merited.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Harrisville,— 


J submit my second annual report as superintendent of 
schools. I wish first to speak of your local schools and then 
to eall attention to some of the features of the organization 
that has been developed to carry out the provisions of the law 
of 1919. 

You were especially fortunate .during the school year, 
1919-1920, to be able to hold good teachers throughout the 
year, and then to hold all but one of them for another year. The 
teacher shortage was serious throughout the country ; teachers 
eould be found for city and village schools, though not all of 
them were well qualified, but there were many rural communi- 
ties where it was impossible to have any teachers during some 
part of the year. The situation this year is improved con- 
siderably, due to the increased salaries of teachers and to the 
smaller demand for women:employes in other occupations, no 
doubt, but it is not yet by any means restored to normal. We 
may expect to be able to secure and hold good teachers, but 
we cannot anticipate any reduction in salaries. 

The progress of the pupils in your schools throughout the 
year was satisfactory and a good class was graduated from the 
eighth grade in June. We anticipate equally good results this 
year in general, and we have made some progress in establish- 
ing certain subjects in the schools on a more definite basis, 
with outlines supplementing the regular programs in language 
teaching and in reading above the third grade. Better books 
have been procured for the physiology and hygiene and that 
subject is given rather more emphasis than formerly. A sys- 
tem of physical exercises and some success with the Modern 
Health Crusade have given the hygiene work more direct re- 
lation to the daily lives of the pupils, while Miss Paul’s work 
with school lunches this year deserves special mention in the 
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same connection. The total enrollment in the four schools last 
year was 110, average membership 95, average attendance 89, 
and percent of attendance 94. The average attendance for the 
state was 92. The attendance this year is even better, espe- 
cially at the Village school where the Primary children have 
averaged over 98 percent and the Grammar school nearly 97 
percent. The Eastview school also stands high in attendance, 
while the Chesham school has been only a little above 92 per- 
cent. | 

The work that has been done at the Harrisville school is 
an excellent thing. Not only does it meet fully the require- 
ments of the State Board in respect to lighting and general 
conditions of the building and toilets, but it completes just 
such a remodelling as the Board is urging every town to make 
where necessary. The change from the dark rooms and un- 
Sanitary outhouse is a very great improvement. The toilets in- 
side of the building make it possible to have more thorough 
supervision of the pupils at recess and other times as well as 
being much more convenient and sanitary. The ventilation of 
the toilets is not yet satisfactory and it may be necessary to 
change the vent pipe so that it will extend up to a greater 
height in order to give a proper draft. The new woodwork 
should, of course, be painted soon to preserve the wood. The 
work that was done at Eastview, also, is a great improvement 
and provides proper toilets. The lighting is not so good as it 
should be, but with so few pupils it is possible to seat them in 
such a way as to give them good light. The ceiling is in need. 
of repairs and perhaps should be entirely renewed. There re- 
mains to be done, of the work that has been planned, only the 
building of a proper outhouse at the Chesham school. The ad- 
dition of the windows there gives good light and the larger 
stove makes the heating better. It is possible to procure a 
jacket built especially for the box stove that is used there and 
at Eastview at a small cost, and I would recommend that they 
be purchased for these two buildings. The effect of the use 
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of a jacket is to make the temperature more even throughout 
the room and to keep the air in circulation and mix fresh air 
with the other as it is heated. 


For an extended discussion of the working of the new 
school law I must refer you to the biennial report of the State 
Board of Education, but for the benefit of many to whom that 
report is not available, I will summarize some of the most im- 
portant features. The State Board is authorized by the law to 
‘‘make such rules and regulations as may seem desirable to se- 
eure the efficient administration of the public schools,’’ and the 
law further provides that ‘‘it shall be the duty of school boards 
and employes of school districts to comply with the rules and 
regulations of the state board.’’ Accordingly such rules and 
regulations have been prescribed and some of the most im- 
portant of them are in substance as follows: 

1. The School Board shall elect the teachers upon the 
recommendation of the superintendent, and fix their salaries; 
employ janitors and other necessary employes; authorize all 
purchases; provide approved schoolhouses and proper trans- 
portation; prepare a budget of proposed expenditures, and in 
state-aided districts keep accounts in a prescribed manner; 
hold meetings at least once in two months, require the super- 
intendent to be present, and keep record of transactions; and 
upon recommendation of the superintendent determine the 
subjects of instruction. 

2. The Superintendent shall be nominated by the joint 
board of the union and employed by the state board and he 
shall give his entire time to the performance of his duties; he 
shall enforce the rules and regulations of the state board and 
of the school board and the laws relating to school attendance 
and employment of children, reporting violations of these and 
other laws affecting the welfare of children to the proper 
officers; he shall direct and supervise the work of the teachers 
and janitors and shall have the necessary authority to make 
such direction effective; nominate all teachers; select and pur- 
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chase textbooks and supplies in accordance with the rules of 
the school board and of the state board; keep records and 
make reports of his doings; remove any teacher or other em- 
ployze found to be immoral or incompetent, su! eet to the law 
provided in such cases; provide for temporary vacancies, and 
secure fuel and other supplies immediately needed if the school 
board fails to do so; admit pupils to school in accordance with 
the laws of the state and the rules of the state board, assign 
them to classes and grades, and promote them in accordance 
with their attainments. ; 

3. The Programs of Studies provided by the State Board 
are accepted and approved, and a standard school shall be 
equipped with books, supplies and apparatus sufficient to per- 
form the work outlined in them. Regulations have been made 
for the required subjects and minimum standards in the first 
three grades and are in preparation for the next three grades. 

4. Health and Physical Welfare. Every district shall 
employ a school physician who shall make at least one annual 
examination of the pupils, report defects found to the parents, 
and with the teachers and the superintendent labor to secure 
remedial treatment. The superintendent shall see that physi- 
cal exercises and drill have a place in the school program, and 
he shall examine school buildings and surroundings, recommend 
to the school board such changes as are needed, and if unable 
to make. such recommendation effective he shall report to the 
Commissioner of Education and to the State Board of Health. 

5. Shortened School Year. The law prescribes that all 
schools shall be maintained for at least thirty-six weeks in each 
year, but it also provides that special permission may be given 
by the State Board upon application of the School Board of 
the district to reduce the number of weeks. Unless such per- 
mission is given, ‘‘it is then the duty of the Commissioner, if 
any school board should fail in its duty, to direct the superin- 
tendent in charge to continue the schools. The expenditures 
may be paid from the funds of the State Board of education 
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and reimbursements for monies so advanced must be provided 
for by the district at a special meeting or at its next annual 
meeting.’’ (This regulation was adopted July 20, 1920.) 

The important regulations establishing minimum stan- 
dards for schoolhouses were briefly summarized in my report 
last year and have not been changed. The State Board recog- 
nized the difficulty of procuring labor and materials and so 
extended the time limit for meeting those requirements from 
the original date of September 1, 1919, to September 1, 1920, 
and up to that time a total of 512 school buildings in the state 
had been either entirely remodelled or extensivelly improved, 
and 14 new buildings had been constructed. | 

The distribution of the Equalization Fund is made by the 
State Board, on the basis of carefully prepared budgets of pro- 
posed expenditures submitted by the School Boards and sup- 
erintendents, and in accordance with certain established prin- 
‘ciples in order to assure a fair and impartial. apportionment. 
In general, the expenditures proposed are considered on the 
basis of the average requirements of the state and of expendi- 
tures which each district had made in previous years. The 
amounts allowed by the State Board under the different items 
in your budget is shown in the financial statements following 
this report. State aid is not given for the ‘‘overhead’’ ex- 
penses of the district, but only for ‘‘maintenance’’ of the re- 
quired elementary schools, including expenses of instruction, 
expenses of operating the school plant, minor repairs and ex- 
penses, medical inspection, transportation, and elementary 
school tuition. 

In closing I would express my appreciation of the coop- 
eration and consideration given me in my work and wherever I 
have come in contact with the School Board and the citizens in 
general.
